D elays Passage of Postoffice Bill in 
the Senate. 
Washington, Feb. 26.—Criticisms of 
Postm aster General Burleson’s action 
in abolishing the fifty-mile parcel post 
zones and extending the service’s low 
rates to territory within the 150-mile 
zones blocked passage of the post­ 
office appropriation bill in the senate. 
Senators Bryan and Bristow led the 
attack, the latter questioning other 
senators one by one as to whether 
they regarded the rates as fair to the 
places having the short haul. 
“The American pepple have benefit

from 
the 
postm aster 
general’s 
change,” replied Senator Vardaman, 
“and, anyway, no system is perfect.” 
Senator Williams 
disagreed 
with 
his colleague. 
He said the express 
companies would not be permitted for 
a minute to discriminate against the 
short haul as the government is do­ 
ing. 
“Oh, the express companies soaked 
them both on the short and long hauls 
when it had a chance,” interrupted 
Senator Lane. 


Collections in 
Minnesota $45,763 
1913, A gainst $19,926,197 in 1903. 


SL Paul, Feb. 26.—An increase of 
$8,600,000 in taxes collected in Minne­ 
sota in 1913, compared with the fig­ 
ures of the previous year, is shown 
in the annual abstract of tax lists for 
the eighty-six counties prepared un­ 
der the direction of Samuel G. Iverson, 
state auditor. 
This abstract shows 
that the state collected for all taxes 
in 1895 the sum of $14,770,864. in 1903 
a total of $19,926,197 and that the 
taxes, in spite of the vast increase in 
gross earnings and other special tax­ 
ation, have more than doubled in ten 
years since, being $45,763,382 in 1913. 
The average tax rate increased near­ 
ly 6 mills in 1913, compared with 1912. 


Atlanta, Ga., Feb. 26.—The South and 
Southeast shivered in the grip of a 
general snow storm, which blanketed 
the Atlantic seaboard as far south as

OTHER PARTIES WATCHING. 


Past Differences In Ranks of Dem o­ 
crats Have Been Settled W ithout a 
Fight— Secrecy by Officials In Regard 
to 
“Delicate” 
Foreign 
Situation. 
House For Lower Appropriations.

Hoping for a Democratic split has been 
the principal occupation of both Repub­ 
licans and Progressives ever siuce the 
present dominant party came into pow­ 
er. At present the prospects for a split 
seem to be better than ever before, 
and yet the wise management of the 
Democratic party will probably pre 
vent any such division as their oppo­ 
nents hope for. 
There was a great deal of talk about 
a split on tile tariff 
It was asserted 
that there were wide differences of 
opinion. Yet tile party lined up on the 
tariff and passed the bill. The next 
split was over the currency measure, 
and th at seemed serious enough for 
awhile, but the party got together and 
passed the currency bill. Consequent­ 
ly those who judge w hat will happen 
In the future by w hat has happened 
in tile past seem nfrnid that the Demo­ 
crats will keep together for some time. 


Panam a Canal Tolls. 
The prospective split is over the 
canal tolls. Owing to delicate foreign 
complications, which mean pressure 
from Great Britain, backed by other 
foreign nations, for tile repeal of the 
free tolls feature, the president would 
like to have that exemption removed 
It seems to lie the cause of much 
British irritation. 
It is also known 
that nearly every foreign country takes 
the same stand as G reat Britain, and 
that, in connection with Japan's m en­ 
acing attitude, has caused our gov­ 
ernment officials to feel that foreign 
relations are “delicate.” 
But the Democratic platform and 
many Democrats in both bouses of 
congress are committed to the free 
I tolls proposition, and they do not want 
to repeal that provision even at the b<*- 
j hest of the administration. Therefore 
everybody is looking forward to a fight. 
However, there are ways to avoid 
fights and splits in the Democratic 
party, and it may be brought about by 
, President 
Wilson, 
who 
can 
easily 
withhold pressure from congress at 
this time and allow the canal tolls to 
! go over to another session. 


A Great Deal of Secrecy. 
In connection with the canal tolls 
men who are supposed to be informed 


I regarding foreign relations talk about 
“danger,” "verge of war.” “delicate 
situation" and various other phrases 
used in diplomacy. Then there Is also 
the suggestion that great secrecy must 
be preserved about all these matters. 
Ju st w hat It is that the people of the 
United 
States 
cannot 
know 
seems 
rather curious, in view of the fact that 
the people of the United States are as 
much interested as any of these men. 


Cutting Down Expenses. 
Heads of the different executive de­ 
partments, who have recommended ap 
propriations for what they think Is 
necessary to carry on the government, 
are much disappointed over tile atti­ 
tude of the house, which has determin­ 
ed to cut away below the estimates. 
The reason is that the revenues are 
falling off aud that the expenditures 
must be trimmed. 
At the same time, the house has pro­ 
vided $35,OOO,OOT) for buildiug railroads 
in Alaska and $25,000,000 for good 
roads, with a river and harbor bill of 
$43,000,000. 
It is expected that a pub­ 
lic building bill of $30,000.000 or $40.- 
000.000 will be reported later. 
It Is 
evident that the house of representa­ 
tives bas confidence in the ultimate 
ability of the government to raise rev­ 
enue. 
Bacon’s Achievements. 
The late Senator Bacon achieved two 
ambitions in the senate—one was to be­ 
come chairman of the committee on 
foreign relations, and the other was to 
preside over an impeachment trial. 
One other great ambition almost with­ 
in his grasp was the presidency pro 
tempore of the senate. 


M agnanim ous Marshall. 
Probably no other senator in the 
body annoyed Vice President Marshall 
quite so much as the late Senator Ba­ 
con. 
“My mentor,” the vice president 
was wont to call the Georgia senator, 
because Bacon was frequently calling 
attention to mistakes In the rulings of 
the presiding officer. 
Yet on every oc­ 
casion when opportunity offered after 
Bacon’s death the vice president spoke 
in eulogistic terms of the dead sena­ 
tor. 
“Euchre” and “Jockey.” 
Here were two senators, grave and 
reverend. McCumber of North Dakota, 
who wanted to pnss a bill for the in­ 
spection and grading of grain, and 
Smith of Maryland, one of the oppo­ 
nents, using curious words. 
“This bill 
has been ‘euchred’ out of its place 
during two sessions, aud it will not be 
‘euchred’ out again without a fight 
every day from now on." belligerently 
declared McCumber. 
“There is no disposition to ’jockey’ 
this matter.” declared Smith 
“but I 
am going to do all I can to defeat It.”

Steam ship Route. 
Washington,

barring railroad owned ships from the 
canal reached Washington through of­ 
ficial channels. 
With this assurance came a further 
declaration that the Canadian Pacific 
will not send its fleet through the 
canal, even if there was no question 
about its right to do so, because the 
company’s officials can see no ad­ 
vantage to be gained by changing 
their present routes across the Arian 
tic and Pacific.

New York, Feb. 26.—District Attor 
nev Charles S. Whitman will not p er 
Bonally assume the responsibility of 
letting Charles Becker go free ca the 
1 charge of 
murdering the 
gain blee 
Herman Rosenthal, it was learned. 
The prosecutor’s present intention 
is to move for a second trial of th# 
former police lieutenant, whose con­ 
viction as Rosenthal’s slaver was set 
aside by the state court of appeals. 
It was reported that Mr. Whitman, 
feeling that he could not obtain a 
second conviction owing to tho word­ 
ing of the higher court's ruling con­ 
cerning evidence 
presented at the 
first trial, planned to seek Becker's 
Indictment on the charge of extortion 
and bribery instead, basing his allega­ 
tions on information that, as the head 
of the “strong arm squad,” Becker 
mulcted gambling houses. 
Mr. W hit 
man, however, denied he had such a 
move in mind. 


Much Interest in Evidence. 


Interest centered on what hope th* 
district attorney might have of find­ 
ing witnesses to corroborate the testi­ 
mony of Vallon, Rose and Webber, 
who at the time of the prosecution of 
Becker and the gunmen received im­ 
munity on their promise to tell the 
truth. 
Sam Schepps’ testimony was 
in effect held by the higher court to 
he that of an accomplice. 
Vallon broke the long silence he has 
maintained since Becker’s conviction 
and denied it was he who fired the 
shot that killed Rosenthal. 
Vallon’s 
statement was made after Becker in 
Sing Sing had declared he thought 
Vallon was the slayer. 
Mr. Whitman said regarding Vallon 
that no evidence was ever prevented 
at his office that Vallon fired the fatal 
shot. 
Becker will be brought bere from 
the Sing Sing death house and placed 
in the Tombs pending a new trial or a 
quashing of the m urder indictment.

States for the creation of depositaries 
for postal savings and other public 
funds and for other purpose's bas la*en 
laid confidentially liefore the senate 
committee on banking and currency. 
The measure is intended to supple­ 
ment the (JInjis-Owen currency law by 
providing special banking facilities for 
farmers and to meet the recommenda­ 
tions of tile president in ids annual 
message to congress last month. 
The commission which drafted the 
bill was appointed under act of con­ 
gress, and consists of Senators Duncan 
ll. Fletcher of Florida and Thomas I*.

Oklahoma,

Ralph W. Moss of indiana, Colonel 
Harvie Jordan of Atlanta, Ga.; Dr 
John I/ee Coulter of the census bu­

The bill provides that there shall be 
in the department of the treasury a 
bureau charged with the execution of 
all laws passed by congress relating 
to the creation and supervision of farm 
land banks, the chief officer of which 
bureau shall be known as the commis­ 
sioner of farm land banks 
He is up- 
|K)lnted by the president for five years 
at a salary of f 0,000 a year. 


a1 farm land banks, co-operative, may 
be of the par value of g25 each. 
The bill authorizes the bank to have 
succession for a period of fifty years 
from its organisation unless it is soon­ 
er dissolved according to the provisions 
of Its articles of association or by the 
act of its shareholders owning two- 
thirds of its capital stock, except that 
In the case of co-operative farm land 
banks a vote of two thirds of the 
stockholders shall be necessary, or un­ 
less Its franchise becomes forfeited by 
some violation of law. 
It also authorizes the bank to elect 
or appoint not fewer than five nor more 
than nine directors and by its board 
of directors to appoint a president, 
vice president and other officers.

Fifth.—T h at every such loan may be 
paid off in whole or In part by the bor­ 
rower upon reasonable notice In accord­ 
ance with rules to be prescribed by the I 
commissioner of farm land banks at any j 
Interest period after such loan has con- I 
tlnued for five years by the paym ent of 1 
the whole or a part of such loan, with 
Interest to such date afte r crediting the 
amortization payments of the same as 
and when they w ere made.

It is expected that Prince William 
will ascend the newly created throne 
of Albania some time in February. He 
has 
hesitated 
about accepting the 
throne and has made his acceptance 
conditional u|>on certain stipulations, 
chief among which is that the great 
powers shall secure him an annuity 
for life in case he should be forced 
from the Albanian throne. This shows 
that he does not consider his tenure 
thereof in the light of a fixture, aud 
one cannot help recalling In this con­ 
nection the remark made by Prince 
Bismarck to King Charles of Roumania 
when, as a mere prince of Ilohenzol- 
lern, he called upon him to ask his ad­ 
vice about accepting the crown of 
Roumania. 
"Take it,” replied Bismarck. "You 
will always be able to look back to the 
adventure as an interesting experience 
for a young Prussian subaltern.’*
